They are best watered from the bottom with water which is close to room 
temperature. Besides the kinds listed below, we grow limited quantities of 
numerous other kinds of violets. There is no such thing as a Yellow Violet 
that I know of. Someday there may be one but I feel that.it is a long way 
in the future. 


All of our Violet plants are shipped in either 2% or 3 inch pots, and are 
generally in bud or bloom when shipped. African Violets cannot stand temp- 
eratures much lower than 45 degrees; consequently we will not ship Violets 
during’ periods of extreme cold. 





THE NEW DU PONT HYBRID AFRICAN VIOLET
